"for oil".

Pier No u are marked by two red MHaaMtawt lights. 


The oil pier has two green lights. 

Most of the railroad tracks are in condition, including the one 
serving the oil pier. 

II. Oil Pier 

There are about seven loading outlets on each side of the pier, but 
some of them do double duty. Fuel oil can be loaded on both sides of the 
pier through a 6-inch outlet. The loading outlets are about 8 inches.
